NEW YORK JOURNALIST 
IN BAD WITH ENGLAND. 


A P. NIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Tem- 
porary detention in Egypt of W- 
liam T. Ellis, correspondent of the 
New York Heraid, resulted from 
conspicuous activities by himself 
and his son in connection with the 
nationalist movemdnt in that coun- 
try, the Senate was informed today 
the State Department. The 
communication was in response to a 
resolution of inquiry, recently adopt- 
ed by the Senate. 

Both Mr. Ellis and his son have 
since left for Constantinople, the 
department's letter said. 

After their arrival in Egypt, ac- 
cording to the department, Mr. Ei- 
lis and his son made themselves 
“most conspicuous” wherever nation- 
alist disturbances occurred, and “Mr. 
Ellis spoke at a nationalist, meeting 
at the center of all present sedition, 
El Azhar University. where he re- 
ceived a great ovation.” 

On last April 27, the American 
military attache at Cairo notified the 
State Department that “Ellis’s ac- 
tions in Cairo have become 80 ob- 
jectionable that on April 22 the 
high commissioner was oBliged to 
write a letter of complaint to the 
diplomatic agent.” 

Mr. Ellis also was accused, in re- 
ports to the department by its rep- 
resentatives in Egypt. of having been 
guilty of breach of faith by sub- 
mitting newspaper articles to the 
authorities at Cairo for censorship

The of 
the first rees as printed in the 
New Ulm Journal was read by 
Philip Lech, . publisher of the 
Journal, and the second address was 
read by Alexander Soifert, a court 
reporter, from Springfield, Minn. 
who testified that he copled the 
speech in shorthand. The reports 
of the speeches were admitted as 
evidence. 

The defendant's attorneys did not 
question the wecuraey of either of 


‘them as read in court. In fact, they 


read into the record long sections 
of the speeches after the prosecut- 
ing attorney introduced sections 
which he claimed were part of the 
evidence upon which the disloyalty 
charges are based. 

DISCUSSED WAR. 


In both addresses as read in court 
Townley discussed the war and de- 
voted most of hie time to considera- 
tion of economic tsesues, and to as- 
sailing war profiteers.” Townley 
charged in both speeches that in 
1915 “the profits of war corpora- 
tions were four billion dollars,“ and 
he demanded that the wealth of the 
nation should be conscripted as well 
as the men. 

The portion of Townley’s second 
speech at New Ulm which received 
the most attention from the attor- 
neys follows: 

“You hear them say all over the 

country that this is not a time for 
policies, this is not a time for the 
people to be agitated; this is not a 
time for you to think. This is a 
time when you ought to be perfectly 
quiet. Don't wake up and look 
around, for if you look around you 
are sure to see something. That is 
what they mean. 
“If your boy refuses or neglects 
to register for war service do these 
gentlemen keep quiet? Do they then 
say that this is a time when we 
ought to have no trouble? Oh, no. 
They will raise hell to see that your 
boy goes to war. And so now, gentle- 
men, when these men likewise re- 
fuse, neglect or forget to turn over 
these four billion dollars a year war 
profits we have a right to raise hell 
until they turn it over.

FORD ASKS AUDIT TO 
RETURN WAR PROFITS. 


DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Glass has in- 
structed the Internal Revenue Col- 
lector at Detroit to conduct an audit 
of the accounts of Henry Ford with 
the government to determine the 
amount of profits which Mr. Ford 

stated he intends to refund to 
the government on war contracts. 

Mr. Glass said that he received a 
letter from Mr. Ford within the last 
two or three days asking that the 
government audy the Ford com- 
pany accounts and determine the 
concern’s war profits, 58% per cent. 
of which he said he desired to re- 
turn to the Federal Treasury. Mr. 
Ford owns 68% per cent. of the 
stock of the Ford company. 

It was early in the war that Mr. 
Ford announced that he did not in- 
tend to take any profit from his war 
contracts. Gen. chief of the

recently had the treasury payments 
to the Ford company examined 
and found that no profits had been 
relinquished dy Ford up to date.

SENATE RAISES 
NAVAL TOTALS. 


Aviation Fund is Increased in 
Appropriation Bill. 


Revised Measure Carries Ap- 
proximately $644,000,000. 


Civil Sundry Measure is Re- 
ported for Action.

WASHINGTON. June 26.—The 
naval appropriation bill passed the 
Senate today virtuality as reported 
by the Senate committee and dow 
goes to conference, It carries ap- 
proximately , $644,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than $44,000,000 over 
the House total. 

There was no record vote and no 
debate on any of the larger items, 
although Senators King, Democrat, 
of Utah, and La Follette, Republic- 
an, Wisconsin, took occasion to de- 
clare that they believed the appro- 
priations to be “excessive.” 

The largest increase made by the 
Senate over the House measure is

Yesterday, fresh dele- 
gations poured in from outside places 
to take part in a conference at the 
Alexandria during the afternoon. At 
that time, plans for California's 
part in the national campaign of 
1920 were tentatively laid, and the 
possibility of Los Angeles or San 
Francisco capturing the Democratic 
national convention was discussed. 
NORTH FAVORED. 

It appeared to be the consensus 
of opinion.among Democratic lead- 
ers of this part of the State, it was 
said, that Los Angeles is not in a 
position to offer a large convention 
hall, and it would be better for 
Southern California Democrats to 
support the claims of San Francisco 
for the convention, as Southern Cal- 
ifornia, in the event the convention 
comes to the Coast, will also receive 
great benefits. .

The five senses through which 
humanity is accustomed to contact 
the world about it are the Ilimita- 
tions that keep it from a fuller redal- 


ization of the nature and full scope] 


of the universe in Which, it liver. 
But the limitations are not final, 
and potentially the race is capable 
of greater expansion, which is now 
being furthered by discoveries in 
modern laboratories. 

This is the gist of the address 
given last night by Dr. Frederick 


Finch Strong, lecturer on electricity, 
Tufts College, Boston, electrical au- 
thority, and for fifteen years ler- 
turer and student of psychic phe- 
nomena, theosophy and compara- 
tive religion. He talked to an audi. 
ence of more than 600 at Blanchara 


| Hall. The lecture was given under 


the auspices of the Church of the 
People, and was the first of the se- 
ries of three. Tonight Dr. Strong will 


‘speak on “Life and Intelligence in 


the Unseen,” and Sunday night on 
the “Selence of the New Age.” 

Reinforcing his contentions with 
a number of interesting experiments 
with an alternating, high-frequenc, 
current, with which he demon- 
strated the existence of force and 
matter ordinarily undiscernable to 
the senses Dr. Strohg declared . 
ence today is fast approaching the 
stand that there is no death in mat- 
ter, and that the electrons that go te 
make up atoms are living centers of 
force and intelligence. 


ALL VIBRATIONS. 


“The discoveries in various scien- 
tine laboratories
